dent T a ft says in part: 
“I hereby approve the report of the 
board of engineers concerning the re­ 
clamation projects to which they have 
made allotm ents from the $20,000,000 
loans; but this approval, so far as the 
amounts of the allotm ents are con­ 
cerned, is not final and absolute, but is 
subject to change by adjustm ent of 
the amounts as may be necessary for 
the intelligent prosecution of the work. 


May Call Upon Treasury. 


"You are authorized to call upon the 
secretary of the treasury to issue the 
certificates of indebtedness needed to 
furnish the funds, in accordance w ith 
the allotm ent recommended 
by the 
board aud approved by me, as the 
same shall be needed from tim e to 
tim e. 
"The rem ainder of the report, which 
was for my consideration, I hereby 
approve. 
W hen congress reconvenes 
in January I shall submit a message 
to the two houses urging the adoption 
of the enabling legislative measures 
recommended.” 
In its report on the reclam ation work 
the engineers’ board says in part: 
‘T h © engineering structures of the 
various projects are, as a whole, well 
designed and well built. Some of them, 
as the Pathfinder dam, the Shoshone 
dam, the Roosevelt dam, and the Gun­ 
nison tunnel, are monuments reflecting 
great credit on both 
designers and 
builders. 
“Modern irrigation, being a relative­ 
ly new art In this country, much free­ 
dom 
was allowed 
in the design of 
m inor structures. 
Standard designs of 
the simplest, satisfactory type should 
be adopted in future for all m inor 
structures. 
“The most uncertain feature of near- . 
ly all the projects is the w ater supply. ! 
This is under state control. W here the 
w ater rights have been adjudicated, ' 
the rights of the United States are 
well defined, but elsewhere they are 
uncertain. 
“ It is recommended that, wherever 
possible, steps be taken to secure an 
early adjudication of water rights. 
“The actual cost of completed work 
has almost invariably exceeded 
the 
original estim ates, and in some cases 
being two or three tim es as large. This 
increase has been the cause of much 
of the discontent among the settlers. 
It was partly due to a general increase 
in the cost of labor and m aterials ami 
partly to underestimates 
Under exist­ 
ing 
regulations 
the 
construction 
charges must he returned to the recla- 
rAation fund in ten equal annual pay­ 
ments. 
“This, it is said, is regarded as a . 
hardship by the settlers on some proj­ 
ects, who express a desire for a series- 
cf graduated construction payments.”

son with those of the previous year, 
they may be considered as roughly 
m easuring the operation of the new 
law. 
The accuracy of the comparison 
is to a considerable degree influenced 
by the abnorm ally small trade showing 
of 1909 and by the operation of free 
trade em bracing less than a full year, 
w hile im port values in 1910 are some 
what affected by the withdrawal under 
the present tariff of the free entry priv­ 
ilege previously granted government 
supplies. 
W ith due regard to these 
factors, however, the summarization of 
trade returns is ample to show the es­ 
tablishm ent of free commercial rela 
tions between the two countries marks 
a new era in the m aterial develop 
i ments of the islands.

imports and 
exports the 
values recorded far exceed those of 
any previous year. 
Imports amounted 
to $37,067,630 and were $9,275,233 in 
excess of those of 1909, while there

munication—-T h e ir Relations Said to 


Be as Close Now as Ever in the Past.

T aft and Colonel Roosevelt have been 
in

communication

weeks past. 
The president, according 
to 
friends, 
has received

many letters to the colonel and has in 
other ways communicated w ith him 
almost dally for a long tim e and if 
there was any break 
between 
M r. 
Taft 
and 
Mr. Roosevelt those who 
ought to know say it has geen healed. 
T h eir relations now are said to be as 
close as ever in the past. 
The 
letters 
and 
other messages 
that have 
passed 
between 
Messrs. 
T a ft and Roosevelt have not been con­ 
fined, it was said, merely to friendly 
exchange of the news of 
the day. 
They have touched upon questions of 
domestic concern, international affairs 
and party politics. 
Since the Novem ­ 
ber elections Mr. T aft has seen W ill­ 
iam Lloyd, Jr., Lloyd Griscom, H e r­ 
bert Parsons and other New Yorkers 
who are close to the colonel and who 
are also friendly to the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Instead of a widening breach be­ 
tween T aft and Roosevelt friends of 
the president see coming a closer a lli­ 
ance between the two men. 
Instead 
of a dispute as to who shall control 
the New York delegation In the na­ 
tional convention of 1912 politicians 
here say the forces of the president 
and the colonel w ill be brought to­ 
gether in an effort to swing that dele­ 
gation to the former. 


No Line of Distinction.

Roosevelt, those close to the former 
say, know the effort to tighten party 
lines must be begun at once i f there 
is to be a favorable result in 1912.

REDHOT SNOW SANDWICHES. 


Curious 
Effect 
on 
Mount 
Vesuvius 
Produced 
by 
the 
Lava’s 
Amazing 
Properties 
as 
a 
Nonconductor 
of 
Heat— Deadly Volcanic Ashes. 


Vesuvius, the m ost fam ous volcano 
hi the world, w ith its m ighty vom it­ 
ings of lava and dust, is guilty of 
m any queer freaks. 
M ighty rainstorm s 
have sot in motion the lava d u st and 
lava eluders th at lie on its sides, and 
torrents of m uddy lava 
have over­ 
w helm ed 
tow ns 
and 
villages 
as 
it 
sw ept dow n to tin* sea. 
Tin* resulting 
effect from flits has been so great th a t 
it changed the fa ce of tile coast line 
by form ing a new promontory. 
Lava is one of the most curious of 
substances., 
It Is simply rock melted 
by a heat so intense th a t it flows like 
thin gruel 
W hen Vesuvius Is in erup­ 
tion thousands of tons of it are sq u irt­ 
ed up the "pipe” and out of tho crater. 
As it flows out over the edge it soon 
cools and leaves a thick, ropy coating. 
which spreads over the entire coun­ 
tryside. 
But it Is only on tile top th a t It really 
cools. 
A few inches below the s u r­ 
face of tho lava Is often red hot. Vis 
Bors a re often invited to light their 
cigarettes in tin* chinks of a bed of 
lava th a t has boon lying out In the 
open air for tw enty y ears or more. 
It Is tho most w onderful noncon­ 
ductor of heat known. 
Borings made 
through som e lava bod*1 have shown 
th at they an* made up o f layers of lava 
and layers of unm elted snow. 
As suc­ 
cessive torrents of lava cam e pouring 
down 
the surface 
that 
lay on 
tho 
snow cooled at once, and the surface 
open to Hie air also cooled at once. 
But betw een the tw o su rfaces there 
w as blazing heat; so lf you bored 
down 
through som e lava beds you 
would 
find a cool upper surface, a 
redhot inside, a cool layer, snow, a 
cool layer, a redhot one, a cool one 
and then snow again. 
In fact. a layer of lava will let nei­ 
ther heat nor cold through, 
lf you 
built a house entirely of lava on a 
scorching su m m er day you would still 
have 95 degrees Inside when there was 
snow outside. 
If you built it in the 
w inter Ice would form in y our parlor 
In July. 
This clearly dem on strates w h at an 
ex trao rdin ary nonconductor lava is. 
T here is. Indeed, on the slopes of 
Vesuvius a little lava h u t into which 
su m m er visitors p ut bottles of wine 
to get them chilled. 
W hen a volcano th ro w s Its lava out 
with such trem endous force th at it 
jets high Into the air It very often 
falls in the form of dust, ow ing to the 
explosive [lower of the high pressure 
steam th at spurts out 
w ith it. 
It 
bursts into a fine spray aud falls as 
du st—d u st fa r finer th a n any other 
dust known. 
It Is so fine, indeed, th a t som etim es 
years elapse before it settles. 
When 
the m ighty island volcano of Kraka- 
toa blew itself nearly into bits in l s s j 
with a crashing sound of cannonading 
th at sm ashed w indow s hund red s of 
miles a w a y th e lava d ust w as so thick 
in the air th a t tor hundreds of miles 
round midday was as black as night. 
Volumes of infinitely fine du st sailed 
round and round the earth in the up­ 
per atm o sph ere and m ade E ngland’s 
sunsets of th at year unusually splen­ 
did. 
It w as three years before the 
upper a ir becam e quite clear again. 
Lava (lust has the sam e properties 
as lava. 
Shepherds on the slopes of 
Vesuvius sprinkle patches of snow in 
the w inter with lava du st so that 
they m ay have it w hen the scorching 
days of sum m er arrive. 
It w as lava d ust turn ed to m ud by 
torrents of rain such as usually come 
with volcanic outbursts, that, nearly 
2,000 years ago. destroyed tile fam ous 
pleasure city of H erculaneum , and it 
w as show ers of volcanic ashes th a t 
overw helm ed Pompeii. 
H erculaneum 
still lies uearly forty y ard s from the 
open air. 
There are rivers of lava m ud th a t are 
blotting out tow ns an d villages now. 
A curious point 
has alw ays been 
noticed when Vesuvius Is in eruption, 
and th a t is th e stro ng odor of w ashing 
day th at hangs around th e mountain. 
One m ight w onder why the slopes 
of swell a m ountain are so thickly 
populated w hen there is alw ays d a n ­ 
ger of eruptions and of avalanches of 
lava mud. 
Well, th e reason is th at 
volcanic soil is alw ays very fertile. 
Some of the b est w ine of Italy comes 
from V esuvian vineyards, a n d people 
are read y to take th e risks.—London 
American.
